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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6,10,19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

No antecedent basis is seen for the anchoring devices in clams 6 and 16. 

It is not clear what are the structural elements set forth in claims 10, 19-22. 

In response to this action, applicant is urged to identify each and every element 
of the claims, with numerals from the drawings. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9,11-15,17,18, and as best understood, claims 10,16, are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Connors (note abstract, lines 3,4; column 
4, lines 1-12), teaching applicant's basic device, but not a double chambered 
compartment, in view of Hunt, teaching the same in fig 2. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the 
invention, to have divided Connors's middle pocket 3, because Hunt recognizes the 
desirability of dividing a pocket in a similar device. 

Claims 1-5,7,8 and as best understood, claims 6,19-22 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Connors in view of Hunt as applied to claim 9 
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above, and further in view of Kraft, teaching the use of adjustable straps as a carrying 
means for a blanket. 

In view of the crowded nature of the prior art, claim 1,with limitations to two 
adjustable backpack-like carrying straps, attached to a generally rectangular outside 
face of two chambered compartment 6, said straps spaced inwardly from the edges of 
the generally rectangular outside face, could be allowable over the prior art. 

The specification would need to be amended, without introducing new matter, to 
provide clear antecedent basis for such a new claim. 

French et al and Brumfield, are cited as prior art.
